' Beri-beri was formerly regarded as 
an infectious disease from undiscover- 
able sources, but is now known to be 
due chiefly if not solely to absence of 
vitamines in the diet of the Japanese 
and others, as in a reported epidemic 
among Norwegian fishermen. 


"May not infantile paralysis, which 
has eluded thus far the most seaching 
investigations, be likewise traceable 
to some defect in diet that may be 
discovered by the able officers actively 
engaged in research? 
I regard this 
result as probable. 
. "We have a clue to the possibilities 
in this direction by the report of the 
United States public health service of 
April 17, 1S16, on bread as food, in 
which the fact, is clearly "brought out 
that 'the Qne roller milled wheat flour 
Is devoid of vitamines, and that owing 
to the use of baking powders contain- 
ing bicarbonate of soda the vitamines 
in other foods are likely to be de- 
stroyed 


"In a study of pellagra in South 


Carolina, Voeghtlin regards this mal- 
ady as somewhat related to beri-beri. 
He found that tnis disease prevailed 
in the factory districts, where people 
eat mostly fat bacon, cereals ajid soda 
raised biscuits or corn bread made of 
highly milled corn, while in the back- 
woods where coarsely milled grain is 
used, rellapra is rare. 
"The high cost of vitamine-contain- 
mg fcods, Mke eggs, milk and meats, 
makes it impossible for these poor 
people to protect themselves against 
the loss of vitamines in purchased 
cereal foods. 


"It may be of interest to ascertain 


if infantile paralysis has been more 
prevalent since 187S, when 
the 
new 
milling processes were 'invented. 
I 
'omitted to mention as proof of simi- 
larity of causes that the experiments 
made on pigeons have been confirmed 
in chickens, which fed on whole corn 
remain healthy, whiie the same fowls 
fed on hiehly milled cornmeal are af- 
fected with paralysis. 
"These briefly stated scientific facts 
lead me to believe that close scrutiny 
of the food of the children afflicted 
may lead to the discovery of a diecic 
cause nf infantile paralysis. Voeghtlin 
correctly concludes his fine article 
that 'instudyinr? the etiology (causes) 
of any disease which is assumed to bo 
of dietary origin, it is essential to pay 
careful attention to what might appear 
on superficial examination as trivial 
details.' "

_nent revolutionary leaders in restoring 
peace and uniting the north and the 
south.

Shao-yi, 
formerly pre- 


mier under Yuan Shi-kai, Kang Yu- 
wei, 
who inspired many reforms in 


Kmperor Kuang Hsu was forced by 
the empress dowager to flee for his 
life in 1S9S, and Liang Cbi-chao, the 
most famous disciple of Kang Yu-wei, 
f>re among the reformers 
Li Yuan- 


hung has asked to assist in the move- 
ment to bring about peace. 


The following is a translation of a 
telegram which has been sent by. the 
president to many influential revolu- 
tionists: "Heaven has afflicted China 
pnd disasters and disturbances have 
arrived 
in 
succession. 
On the 6th 


instant President Yuan Sht-kai died of 
illness, and I succeeded him the next 
day in accordance with the provisions 
made in the law of the country. 
At 


this time of political storm, there is 
an empty exchequer, and the country 
is exhausted. 
Being a man of little 
ability, ! feel that I am unable to hold 
so great a responsibility. As you are 
men of profound learnine;, I ho'pe that 
you will give me advice in all import- 
ant state affairs." 


Kang Yu-wei lived in America for 


many years after he was forced to 
leave China because the empress dow- 
ager had placed a price on his head. 
He also resided for some time in 
Japan. 
Liang 
Chi-chao 
also 
lived 
abroad 
for 
a long time, chieflv in 
Japan. 


Efforts to get these leaders to Pek- 


ing have been futile. They apparently 
have no intention of coming to the 
Chinese capital at this time. 
Conse- 


quently informal negotiations are in 
progress at Shanghai, and the Peking 
government 
hopes to arrange for a 


more formal conference in that city 
•preparatory to reconciling the north 
and the south. 


China is chiefly divided into three 
sections politically at the present time. 
The four southernmost provinces are 
under the sway of C.antonese leaders. 
Tsai Ao, who inaugurated the present 
revolution, is probably the best known 
leader ir. the four southernmost prov- 
inces, but he has remained constantly 
in Yunnan province, far west of Can- 
ton, and 
consequently has not par- 
ticipated in the deliberations at Can- 
ton.
